General Corbin made several visits to the 
War department during the conference to 

receive telegrams from Shafter bearing 
upon the negotiations for surrender. 

General Corbin made his last visit to the 
“White House just before midnight, and from 
giatements made by Secretary Alger as he 
entered his carriage the bombardment will 
begin as soon after the expiration of the 
truce as in the judgment of General Shatter 
peems expedient. 

Terms of a surrender—which was to ne 

gomplete and unconditional—were submit- 
ted to Generals Linares and Toral by Gen- 

gral Shafter in response to a request from 
the enemy. Realizing the folly of resisting 
with their inferior force a joint attack of the 
American naval and military forces, the 
Spanish military authorities of the provin- 
gal capital, under a flag of truce, sent an 
@Micer into the American lines yesterday, 
@aturday) morning ‘to General Shafter ask- 
ing under what terms they would be allowed 
fosurrenderthecity. . 

Bhafter detained the messenger and for- 
warded the request of Linares and Toral to 
Washington. It was presented to President 
MeKinley by Secretary Alger and in twenty- 
one minutes Shafter had received the reply 
to dccept nothing save an unconditional sur- 
render. 

With this ultimatum the Spanish officer 
Teturned to Santiago. It was what Linares 
bad expected, fpr he immediately sent word 
t Shafter that he would communicate the

American Officers Say the Ship’s 


Appearance Exactly Coincided 


with Lloyd’s Description — Heroic 
Work of the Little Yacht Hawk. 


Key West, Fla., July 9.—There a now little 
doubt that the Sapnish steamer destroyed, 
by the Hawk, Prairie, and Castine at Mariel 
on Wednesday last was the transatlantic 
liner Alfonso XII., of nearly 6,000 tons. Its 
appearance corresponded thy 
XII. as 
given in Lloyd’s. The credit does not all 
belong to the Prairie. The little converted 
yacht Hawk first discovered the enemy and 
alone gave chase, running back for the as- 
sistance only when the Spaniards drew in 
under the Mariel batteries and close to two 
Spanish gunboats lying in the harbor. 

Before seeking aid, however, the Hawk 
lowered a small boat, manned by Ensign 
Schofield and a crew of six, and they pulled 
boldly to within a sh'p’s length of the Span- 
iard after it had gone aground, their mission 
being to learn its name. From the machine 
guns and small arms aboard the steamer an 
incessant fire was:directed at them. Noth- 
ing daunted, they drew close enough to hear 
spoken orders on the enemy’s deck. Shots 
were flying all around them and they were 
compelled to return to their ship without 
having fulfilled their purpose.

IN THE HOLD. 


Crew of the Cunard Liner 
Catalonia Does Heroic 
Work and Saves 
the Ship. 


PASSENGERS IN A PANIC. 


Unlike the Men of La Bourgogne, 
Officers and Sailors Restore 
Order and Extinguish 
the Flames.

Queenstown, July 9.—The Cunard lhne 

steamship Catalonia, which sailed from Bos- 

ton, -hus arrived here with 250 passengers. 

On Wednesday, the 6th inst., the cargo of 

cotton in the hold of the Catalonia was dis- 

covered to be on fire; 

Although there was considerable conster- 

nation and a mild pahic among the passen- 
gers when the announcement was made, the 
discipline among the crew was so perfect 
that order was quickly restored, and, de- 
spite the apparent danger, the steamship 
continued on its voyage, while the officers. 
and crew endeavored to extinguish the 
flames. 

This conduct on the part of the officers 
and sailors of the Catalonia was in marked 
contrast to the disorder that prevailed on 
board La Bourgogne wHile that steamship 
was sinking.in a fog and women and chil- 
dren were murdered by the crew. 


Sailors Work Heroically. 

The flames spread rapidly, but they were 
fought fiercely by the fire brigade, which had 
been at once told off to its special duty. The 
sailors worked heroically hauling the 
smoldering bales of cotton from the hold 
and quickiy extinguishing the fire. Ina few 
hours the danger was over and the steam- 
ship proceeded on its way. 

The passengers belong principally to a 
school tourist party from Boston. They are 
all enthusiastic concerning the conduct of 
the Catalonia’s crew. ‘ 

** We were having a most enjoyable time,” 

said Mr. Smith, one of the first cabin pab- 
Ssengers. ‘*' There was a merry crowd on 
board, indulging in the usual ship sports 
and pastimes on Wednesday evening, July 
6, when a rumor ran through the vessel that 
fire had been discovered in the hold among 
some cotton and was spreading. Natural- 
ly, the women in all the cabins were fright- 
ened, and the steerage. ‘grew 
uneasy and excited. »* 
For.some time we could get no defintte 
information concerning the fire in the hold, 
but it was not long before clouds of smoke 
began pouring up from the forward hatch- 
ways. These black volumes gave up proof 
that we were facing a possible disaster, and 
there is no denying the fact that a feeling 
of terror seized the heart of dort passenger 
on board. 


Coolness Averts a Panic. 

* But the calm courage of the officers of 
the ship and their perfect command of the 
crew, the/‘result of stern discipline, checked 
a panic. The members of the crew were 
ordered to their posts by a few brief, 
peremptory commands, the steerage passen- 
gers were driven back and confined to their 
own quarters, while the first and ‘second 
cabin passengers were ordered to their re- 
spective parts of the steamship. 

“By this means the decks were quickly | 
cleared. The rising smoke indicated the 
probable seat of the fire, and to that poin: all 
attention was centered. The officers and a 
section of the fire brigade first removed the 
midship hatch, when a fierce torrent of 
flame ascended. The sight of the fire cre- 
ated a terrifying sensation among all of the 
passengers. But, despite the evident peril, 
the sailors attacked the burning cargo with . 
rare coolness. Bales of cotton were hoisted 
on deck, all ablaze, and the flames were 
either extinguished by hose streams or the 
bales were tossed overboard.

It is my belief that 
had the fire occurred on any other steamer 
but an English or American one there would 
have been an uncontrollable panic, and prob- 
ably officers, crew, and passengers would 
have been lost.’’

A quarter of a century of militarism has 

‘transformed Europe as a whole into a bowel-~ 
less, treacherous, inhuman sort of entity, 
equally ready to fawn on the strong or to 
kick the weak to pieces. .Except in the mili- 
tary and other expert circles of Berlin, 
which did not condescend to illumine the 
editorial mind, there was a general idea on 
the continent that Spain would give a good 
gecount of herself in w&r. 

’ The English authorities, like the Germans, 
were under no such illusion. As far back as 
April 30 I related a prediction made to me 
by an. English Admiral that the Spaniards 
would be destroyed alone by their grotesque 
inability to aim their guns, a prediction 
which, in the light of recent events, is really 
‘worth recalling. 2 

But in Paris, Vienna, Romie, and lse- 
where people really believed that Spain had 
an even chance, and encouraged the Hi- 
dalgos in every way they could think of to go 
ehead. 

There is something horrible now in the 
way they turn their backs on their stricken 
dupes and laugh at the suggestion that there 
could be any possible help forthcoming to 
them from any quarter of Europe.

New Problem in Cities. | 
At last, after nine years of agitation, Lon- 


‘don is seemingly on the way to get its big 


street cut through from Holborn to the 
Strand. The pressing necessity for such a 
thoroughfare has dimly troubled three or 
four generations of Londoners, and it was 
one of the first Subjects the new County 
Council took up. But all previous attempts 
to secure Parliament’s assent failed, be- 
cause the Council coupled the principle of 
betterment with the project.. This idea of 
making the landlords, who are to be en- 
riched by the improvement, pay some share 
of its cost has now been abandoned, and so 
the new bill had no difficulty in passing. 

To outsiders, however, the main interest 
lies in the fact that of the total estimated 
cost of three and a half million dollars one 
and a half is to be devoted to rehousing the 
working population turnéd out .of their 
homes: These are 3,000 in number, and 
their vocations are such that they cannot 
be transplanted to cheap and remote sub- 
urbs. The Council intends to 
them within a mile of their present quarters, 
and the cost of doing this will be for each 
artisan and his family $7,000. Of course, the 
highest rent he will be able to pay from his

. Hongkong, July 9.—The news of peace 
negotiations has caused great excitement 
and speculation regarding the disposition of 
the Philippines., Spain can never make 
peace with the natives, and America couid 
never return them to Spain. 

Peace between America and Spain, said a 
leading English official, must provide for the 
freedom or the annexation of the Philippines. 
Consul Wildman has no official news regard- 
ing the rumored occupation of Manila by 
the joint forces, and he will not dispatch a 
boat to Dewey unless ordered. 

The German attitude at Manila is as mys- 
terious as ever. Their ships are surveying 
the Luzon coast in both directions, and lari‘i- 


ing supplies. The officers are fraternizing 


with the Spaniards. The German Consu! 
visited Aguinaldo, and was coldly received. 


Flag Raising for Honolulu. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 9.—The cruiser 
Philadelphia has been ardered to Honolulu 
to raise the American flag over the islands. 
The vessel will probably be placed in com- 
mission Monday, and a few days later will 
make the trip. The Bennington is awaiting 
orders from the Navy department. 

The Philadelphia was given its steam tria> 
today. Its engines were turned over and 
worked satisfactorily barring a few minor 
defects, which can be easily adjusted. 


Tacoma to Take Supplies to Dewey. 


The ship Tacoma has been chartered by 
the government and will carry supplies to 


the fleet and troops at Manila. “Under favor- : 


able conditions the Tacoma can make the 
trip to Manila in about sixty days. It will 
arrive in ample time to replenish the stock of 
provisions at the islands before the supply 
sent on the steamers is exhausted. 

Major General E. 8. Otis has received a 
telegrain trom the War department ordermg 
him to proceed at’once to Honolulu to assist 
in the ceremonies of the occupation of the 
islands. Tle is making preparations to go 
immediately and ts delayed only by the ques- 
tion of a transport. 


- Hehas been ordered to take the First Regi- 


ment, New York Infantry, U.S. V., with him 
to garrison Elonolulu, and will need a large 
transport... It is desired to get an additional 
vessel to the five secured—the Peru, City of 
Pueblo, Rio Janeiro, St. Paul, and Pennsyl- 
vania—but there is not now a vessel in sight.

Two Weeks Before Ships Are Ready. 


The Pennsylvania and City of Rlo Ja- 
neiro cannot be ready for twelve days. The 
St. Paul, which is due here tomorrow, will 
need only a few days of preparation. Gen- 
eral Otis will, in any event, go in advance 
of the fourth fleet, wait at Honolulu until 
they arrive, and then proceed with them to 
Manila. The origina! plan of sending tha 
Peru and City of Pueblo with the regular 
troops on ahead of the rest of the fourth 
fleet will probably be carried out. They may 
get off by Tuesday or Wednesday. The 
Peru is almost ready now, and its loading 
has begun. 

General H. G. Otis will be the Brigadier 
General of the fourth fleet. General M. P. 
Miller, the senior Brigadier of the troops 
remaining here, will probably be left in com- 
mand of the expeditioffary forces afier the 
departure of Major General E. S. Otis. The 
troops have not yet been indicated for the 
Rio Janeiro, St. Paul, and Pennsylvania.

Spain Long Ago Lost Its Title by Acts 
of Bad Faith Toward the

' “The Philippine Republic was proclaimed 
in October, 1896, and its first President was 
Andreas Bonifacio. When he died, over a 
year ago, Aguinaldo was elected President 
and Commander-in-Chiéf. On the arrival! of 


Captain General Primo de Rivera that of- 


ficer adopted a policy of bringing the re- 
bellion to an end by means of concessions, 
force having failed. Our leaders were ap- 
proached, and the result was the pact of 
Biaonabato, so called from the village where. 
{t was signed, Dec. 14, 1897. 

“ Beflor Sagasta the other day denied that 
tn that ‘pact’ General Rivera promised any 


reforms. Here is an official copy. of that 
-{| * pact’ wherein Is promised the banishment, 
Or at least the disbanding, of the religious 


orders; Philippine representation in the 
Cortes; the same administration of justice 
for the natives as for the Spaniards; unity 
of laws between the Phiilppings and Spain; 
offices of the 
Philippine civil administration; rearrange- 
ment of the property of the friars and of the 
taxes in favor of the natives; recognition of 
the individual rights of the natives, with lib- 
erty of pubic meeting and of the press, and 


_ageneralamnesty, These sum up the native 


grievances, and are what we shall expect 


. the Americans will Institute. 


‘“*For those reforms Aguinaldo and the 
other leaders promised that if Rivera car- 
ried out the ‘pact’ they would:expatriate 
themselves for three years and foment no 
movement against Spanish authority during 
that time. Upon the rebels surrendering 
their arms, ammunition, forts, etc., Agui- 
naldo was to receive 400,000 pesetas. This 
money Aguinaldo deposited in the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank at Hongkong,’not 
for his personal use, but as a fund the in- 
terest of which, in case the Captain General 
carried out his part of the * pact,’ was to be 
devoted to, the education of natives in Eng- 
land. In case the ‘ pact’ was not fulfilled by 
the Spaniards the money was to be used for 
arms and ammunition for the rebellion. The 
Captain General never proclaimed a genera] 
amnesty, denied the existence of the ‘ pact,’ 
and shot several rebel leaders who returned 
to Manila on the strength of it. 

Since the renewal of the rebellion under 
the inspiration of Admiral Dewey’s victory 
the present Captain General has approached 
Aguinaldo and his leaders and promised, if 
they would make common cause aga.nsi te 
Americans, he would carry out the refor s 
stated in the ‘ pact.’ As a mark of faith he 
created a legislative council, to “which he 
nominated twenty léading ministers of the 
Philippine Republic. All overtures were 
scornfully rejected. 

‘The German pretensions are simply pre- 
posterous. They are practicaily little more 
than peddlers. All the large mercantile 
houses are English, who have in their hands 
quite three-fourths, bulk a4nq@ value, of the 
commerce. The banks, railway, telegraph, 
cabie, and local steamship lines are Engl:sh* 
the only cotton mills belong to the English, 
and the Erglish control the sugar and hemp 
trades. The Germans are trying for some 
of the heavier trade, but have not capital or 
credit. There is only one American house 
i Manila. There is only one Russian sub- 
ject in the island. 
~ “Up to now Spanish has been the official 
language, but by last week’s maii I learned 
Aguinaido intends, as far as the repubiic is 
concerned, to substitute. English. 

“The root cause of the Philippine rebel- 
lions has always been the steady @epriva- 
tion of the rights of the natives by the Span- 
iards. Year by year security for life an@ 

, Property has Qiminished. The Spanish 
friars have sent to Spain all the monastery 
wealth they could dispose of, particularly 
that willed to the monasteries by rich na- 
tives. Then, too, the persecution of the Free 
Masons by the friars caused the 3,000 Ma- 
eons being lodged in jail at the instance of 
the friars and loaded with ‘rons. Besides, 
ng promise ever made by the Spaniards to 
the natives has been kept.”

COOK COUNTY DEMOCRACY. 

The Cook County Democratic convention 
which met yesterday adopted a platform 
indorsing the money plank of the Chicago 
platform. That plank demands the free 
coinage of silver dollars at the ratio of 16 to 
1. Those dollars are to be made a legal 
tender, and are to be used retroactively in 
the payment of existing debts contracted 
on the basis of the gold standard. That is, 
men have loaned gold value money, worth 
100 cents on the dollar, expecting to be re- 
paid in the same kind of money, dollar for 
dollar. They have sold land on time fora 
gold value price expecting to be paid gold 
value money. The Bryanites demand that 
these obligations shall be paid in 44-cent 
dollars, each of which the creditor is forced 
to take as the equivalent of a 100-cent 
dollar. 


This is the proposition which the Altgeld-~ 


ites and Harrisonites in the Cook County 
convention indorse. ‘They do not attempt, 
however, to explain or justify the conse- 
quences of the retroactive, confiscatory leg- 
islation they favor. They believe that the 
ignorance of the mass of their political ad- 
herents will be so gross that those adher- 
ents will not be able to work out those con- 
sequences in their own minds, and that they 
will not believe the statements of sound 
money men regarding the destructive effects 
of retroactive free coinage.

New Mexico has not yet been admitted 
as a State, although it is fifty years since 
it was acquired. Utah had to stay out over 
forty-five years. Hawaii has three times 
the population of Nevada, and ten times the 
active wealth and trade, yet Nevada is a 
State in the union. So is Wyoming, witb 
only one-third the population of Hawaii, 
and Idaho, with but one-half its popula- 
tion. There is no hard and fast rule about 
this business. 

We can hold and govern any extra terri- 
tory by commissions appointed by the Pres- 
ident, Cuba and the Philippines included, 
for any length of time without admitting 
any of them as States, just as England 
holds its exterior possessions. Not one of 
them holds seats in the British Parliament.

‘LONDON NEWS AND GOSSIP.

London, July 9.—Peace is a cuckoo song, 
since without a censorship the war corre- 
spondents have a free hand in exposing the 
weakness of the American military position 
at Santiago. They are natural allies of the 
war party at Madrid, for their destructive 
criticism partly offsets the victory over Cer- 
vera and encourages the Ministers to perse- 
vere in the hopeless campaign. 

The capture of Santiago is regarded by 
military and diplomatic experts here as in- 
dispensable to the negotiation of peace. 

While the press is filled with rumors of a 
diplomatic settlement and the mediation of 
the powers, opinion in Lombard street is not 
influenced by such discussion, and practical 
diplomatists shrug their shoulders and as- 
sert that the end of the war is not yet in 
sight and will not be until the Spanish army 
has.a decisive reverse. 

It is not believed here in Influential cir- 
cles that Sagasta will negotiate peace. He 
is an old public functionary who wil prefer 


to ride for a fall on some side issue and 
have some convenient successor make peace. . 


Those who have studied his career are con- 
vinced that when the time for peace comes 


he will go out of office as an advocate of 


war to the hilt, and that he will return to 
power when his successor has accomplished 
the thankless task of negotiating a peace 
without honor or colonies. According to 
this view the first real sign of the approach 
of peace will be Sagasta’s temporary re- 
tirement from office, 

Since the American victory the continental 


press has been abruptly reversing itself in 


belated and effusive expressions of sym- 
pathy for America. This transformation 
scene is most theatrical in Germany, where 
the editors have been fairly timbling over 
themselves in their eagerness to explain 
away the presence of their squadron at 
Manila. | 

It is in England, where there has been 
genuine friendship for America, that the 
opinion on the Santiago operations is most 
critical. This {s natural and not unfriendly., 


Englishmeft are !n the habit of criticising 


sharply their own military and naval 
processes, and claim the same right when 
the campaign is in progress in Cuba. The 
work of Sampson's fleet was so thorough 
and scientific that nothing can be said in 
crificism, except that it was pitted against 
an inferior fleet, manned by crews ignorant 
of the mechanical art of naval warfare. 
Naval experts on reflection find more to 
learn from this sea fight than they were 
willing to admit at first. They are amazed. 
at the rapidity with which the Spanish ar- 
mored cruisers were hammered to pieces by 
accurate gun fire, and also at the facility 
with which the torpedo boat destroyers were 
beaten off and uisabled by a pleasure yacht. 


They are convinced that the American navy - 


by virtue of alertness in maneuvering and 
systematic gun practice is the most formid- 
able on the sea. 

The Spectator says today that Sampson 
and Dewey could destroy French ships of 
vastly superior power, and that a naval 
Struggle between the United States and Ger- 
many would be short, and would surprise the 
Emperor, who thinks himself invincible. 


Every European navy will prafit by this ex- 


perience. There will be constant gun prac- 
tice hereafter under every flag, and fewer 
experiments in torpedo warfare. Saas 

English criticism is directed against the 
American army rather than the navy. The 
heroic fighting qualities of the rank and file 
are recognized, but the campaign is de- 
scribed as badly planned, since the army 
landed with an inadequate force and insuffi- 
cient artillery, and advanced to the assault 
of Santiago before it was prepared to do so. 
Military critics consider that the depart- 
ment was paralyzed by red tape, and that 
the details of feeding the troops and moving 
the siege guns and other material had not 


been thought out and mastered by the staff. 


The same strictures were offered when the 
English made their last fight with white men | 
in the Crimea, and blundered badly. 
Americans are now before the world, and 
must expect criticism and not resent it. 
They should cultivate the good English habit 
of profiting by it, and not showing signs of 


spensitiveness. 


Now that two fleets have been smashed, 
the Philippines occupied, Hawali annexed, 
Cuba and Puerto Rico’ blockaded, and or- 
ders issued for naval operations against the 
Canaries and Spain, continental observers 
are wondering what will be the final cir- 
cult of the American Eagle in its daring 
flight. 

They are beginning to croak about Amer- 
ica as a‘disturber of the world’s peace. 

_ There is no talk of this kind in England. 
The general desire here is-tthat America shall 
hold on to everything {it takes, and especially 
the Philippines. Mr. Bryce, Mr. John Mor- 


ley, and Mr. Labouchere are probably the 


only public men who are disposed to lament 
the growth of the new imperial or colonial 
policies in America. Lord Kimberly has ex- 
pressed accurately the national feeling that - 
it will be to England’s advantage to have 
the United States enter upon a new career of 
expansion. Neither he nor anybody else ex- 
cept Mr. Bryce ventures to discuss the ques- 
tion from the American point of view.

Lord Rosebery has been delivering a good 
academic address on the relations between 
England and America, but this has become 
almost a waste of breath. There is nothing 
in England but good feeling for America.

And today the comic aspect of the situa- 
tion is keenly appreciated by the Paris 
newspapers in their comments on Spain's 
pathetic abandonment of her quixotic expe- 
dition to the Philippines, Hawaii, and San 
Francisco, and Camara’s return with his 
armada from the Red Sea, after rejoicing 
the shareholders of the Suez Canal by pay- 
ing into the company’s coffers double tolls, 
amounting to about 1,600,000 francs.

The call to prayer that President McKinley 
sent out from Washington will be answered 
in nearly every church in Chicago today. 
‘Songs of thanksgiving for the victories of 
the American. forces, national hymns, old- 

time battle songs, tributes to the heroic 
dead, and prayers for the success of the army. 
and navy will be the burden of the services 
in many edifices. Patriotism and religion 


_ will blend, and the flag and the cross will 


both be revered under the one roof. 

Pastors and people have taken up the 
project with spirit, and have made elaborate 
plans to carry it out in a way that will show 
that the church and the state are one on 
the war question. The spirit of victory will 
quicken the stately religious ceremonials 
and fire the blood of the worshipers.

| CURRENT NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


East-Bound Shipments Are Lower than 
They Have Been at This Sea- | 
son for Many Years. | 


Three months ago the Chicago East-bound 
roads were doing the largest business they 
had been doing for years. Today they are 
doing a smaller business than they were 
doing at this time last year, when business 
was considered extremely. dull. For the

This sudden transformation from extreme 
activity to extreme dullness is not due to 
the high tariff rates the railroads have in 
effect. There is not a road which does not 
cut the rates from 25 to 50 per cent in order 
to get business. The trouble is that there is 
no longer any demand for export grain.

Defeat Told by the Cap- 
tain of the Iowa. 


_ ors Makes Short Work of 
Spanish Ships. 


or Santiago an Cuba, July 7, via Port An- 
tonio, July 8.—[Copyright, 1898, by the Asso- 
ted Press. —The battleship Iowa, com- 
manded by ‘‘ hting Bob Evans, was the 
frst of the American vessels to spy Cer- 


Santiago. 

Some one on the bridge shouted: * What's 
that black thing coming out of the harbor?’’ 
A moment later the Iowa wags at general 
quarters and the signal was hoisted that the 
enemy's ships were coming out. A gun was 
fired at 9:38 a. m. to attract the attention of 
the squadron. 

“Fighting Bob” Evans was sitting in his 
cabin talking to his son, a cadet on the 
Massachusetts, who had been left behind in 
a picket launch when the Massachusetts 
went to Guantanamo to coal at dawn. 

Captain Evens’ account of the battle, as 
told in the cabin of the Iowa to a corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press, is intense- 
ly interesting. He said: 

“At the time ‘general quarters’ was 
sounded the engine bell rang full speed ahead 
and I put the helm to starboard and the Iowa 
crossed the bows of the Infanta Maria 
Teresa, the first ship out. As the Spanish 
Admiral swung to the westward the twelve- 
inch shells from the forward turret of the 
Iowa seemed to strike him fair in the bow, 
and the fight was a spectacle. 

** As the squadron came out !n column, the 
ships beautifully spaced as to distance, and | 
gradually increasing their speed to thirteen 
knots, it was superb. 

“The Iowa from this moment kept up a 
steady fire from its heavy’ guns, heading all 
the time to keep the Infanta Maria Teresa 
on its starboard bow and hoping to ram one 
of the leading ships. 

“In the meantime the Oregon, Indiana, 
Brooklyn, and Texas were doing excellent 
work with their heavy guns. In a short time 
the enemy’s ships were all clear of the har- 
bor mouth, and it became evidently impossi- 
ble for the Iowa to ram éither the first or 
the.second ship on account of their speed.

ship went across the stern of the Teresa in 
an effort to head off the Oquendo. Al! the 
time the engines were driving at full speed 
ahead.

Fire 
was at once opened on them with the after 
battery and a twelve-inch shell cut the stern 
of one destroyer squarely off. As the shell 
struck, a small jorpedo boat fired back at 
the battleship, sending a shell within a few 
feet of my head. I said to Executive Officer 
Rogers: ‘That little chap has got a lot of 
cheek.’ Rogers shouted back: ‘It shoots 
well, all the same.’ 


Nerve of the Gloucéster. 

“ Well up among the advancing cruisers, 

itting shois at one and then another, was 
the little Gloucester, shooting first at a 
cruiser, then at a torpedo boat, and hitting 
a head wherever she saw it. The marvel 
was that she was not destroyed by the rain 
of shells. In the meantime the Vizcaya was 
slowly drawing abeam of the Iowa, and for 
the space of fifteen minutes it was give and 
take between the two ships. The Vizcaya. 
fired rapidly but wildly, not one shot taking 
effect on the Iowa, while the shells from the 
Iowa were tearing great rents in the sides 
of the Vizcaya. Aa the latter passed ahead 
of the Iowa she came under the murderous 
fire of the Oregon. At this time the Infanta 
Maria Teresa and the Almirante Oquendo, 
leading the enemy’s column, were seen to be 
heading for the beach in flames. The 
Wexas, Oregon, and Iowa pounded them un- 
mercifully. They ceased to reply to the fire 
ané in a few moments the Spanish cruisers 
were a mass of flames and on the rocks with 
their colors down, the Teresa flying a white 
flag at the fore. 

“The crews of the enemy’s ships stripped 
themselves and began jumping overboard 
and one of the smaller magazines began to 
explode. 

‘* Meantime the Brooklyn and the Cristo- 
bal Colon were exchanging 
‘lively fashion at apparently long range, and 
the Oregon, with her locomotive speed, was 
‘hanging well on the Colon, also paying at- 
tention to the Vizcaya. The Teresa and 
the Oquendo were in flames on the beach 
just twenty minutes after the first shot was 
fired. Fifty minutes after the first shot was 
fired the Vizcaya put her helm to port with 
a great burst of flame from the afterpart 
of the ship and headed slowly for the rocks 
at Aserradero, where she found her last 
resting place. 

“As it was apparent that the Iowa could 
not possibly catch the Cristobal! Colon and 
that the Oregon and Brooklyn undoubtedly 
would, ané@ as the fast New York was also 
on her trail, I decided that the calls of

The punishment was terrific. 
Many twelve and eight inch shells were seen 


with magnificent cloud effects. The boats 
were coming alongside in a steady string and 
willing hands were helping the lacerated 
Spanish officers and sailors on to the lowa’s 
quarter deck. All the Spaniards were abso- 
lutely without clothes. Some had their legs 
‘torn off by fragmentsof shells. Others were 
mutilated in every conceivable way. 
Examples of Heroism. 
“The bottoms of the boats held two or 
three inches of blood. In many cases dead 
men were lying in it. Five poor chaps died 
on the way to the ship. They were after- 
ward buried with military honors from the 
Iowa. Some examples of heroism, or more 
properly, devotion to discipline and duty, 
could never be surpassed. One man on the 
Vizcaya had his left arm almost shot off 
 sust | below the shoulder. The fragments 
were hanging by a small piece of skin, but he 


~ 


luted as if ona visit of ceremony. 


hearted ‘sailor whose left leg had been shot 
off above the knee. He was hoisted on board 
the Iowa witha tackle, but never a whimper 
came from him. Gradually the mangled 


would have been almost difficult to recognize 
the Jowa as a United States battleship. 

‘** Blood was all over its usually white 
quarterdeck and 272 naked men were being 
supplied with water and food by those who 
a few minutes before had been using a rapid- 
fire battery on them. Finally came the boat 
with Captain Eulate, commander of the Viz- 
caya, for whom a chair was lowered over the 
side, as he was evidently wounded. The 
Captain’s guard of marines was drawn up on 
the quarterdeck to salute him and I stood 
waiting to welcome him. 

“‘ As the chair was placed on the deck the 
marines presented arms. Captain Eulate 
slowly raised himself in the chair, saluted 
me with grave dignity, unbuckled his sword- 
belt, and, holding the hilt of the sword before 
him, kissed It reverently, with tears in his 
eyes, and then surrendered it to me. 

“Of course I declined to receive it, and as 
the crew of the Iowa saw this they cheered 
like wild men. As I started to take Captain 


amine his wounds the magazines on board 
the Vizcaya exploded with a tremendous 
burst of flame. The Captain, extending his 
hands, said, ‘ Adios, Vizcaya. There goes 
my beautiful ship, ptain,’ and so we passed 
‘on to the cabin, where the doctors dressed 
his three wounds. 

“In the meantime thirty officers of the Viz- 
caya had been picked up, besides 272 of its 
crew. Our wardroom and gteerage officers 
gave up their staterooms and furnished 
food, clothing, and tobacco to the naked offi- 
cers from the Spanish vessel. The pay- 
master issued uniforms to the naked sallors, 
and each was given all the corned beef, 
coffee, and hardtack he could eat. The war 
had assumed another aspect. 

‘‘ As I knew the crews of the first two ships 
wrecked had not been visited by any of our 
vessels I ran down to them. I found the 
Gloucester with Admiral Cervera and a num- 
‘ber of his officers aboard and also a large 
number of wounded, some ina frightfully 
mengled condition. Many prisoners had been 
killed on shore by the fire of the Cubans. 
The Harvard came off, and I requested Cap- 


-the Infanta Maria Teresa and the Almirante 
Oquendo, and by midnight the Harvard had 
976 prisoners a 
them wounded. 


No Parallel in History. 


For courage and dash there is no parallel 
in history for this action of the Spanish 
Admiral. He came, as he knew, to absolute 
destruction. There was one single hope— 
that was that the Cristobal Colon would 
steam faster than the Brooklyn. The spec- 
tacle of two torpedo. boat destroyers, paper 
ee at best, deliberately steaming out in 
broad daylight in the face of the fire of a 
battleship can be described in one way: It 
was Spanish and it was ordered by Blanco. 
The “apa must be said of the entire move- 
ment. 

“In contrast to this Spanish fashion was 
the cool, deliberate Yankee work. The 
American squadron was without sentiment 
apparently. The ships went at their Spanish 
opponents and literally tore them to pieces. 
But the moment the Spanish flag came down 
it must-have been evident that the senti- 
ment was among the Americans and not 
among the Spaniards. 

**I took Admiral Cervera aboard the fowls 
from the Gloucester and received him with 
a full Admiral’s guard. The crew of ‘the 
Iowa crowded aft over the turrets, haif 
naked and black with powder, as Cervera 
stepped over the side bareheaded. Over his 
undershirt he wore a thin suit of flannel 
borrowed from Lieutenant Commander 
Wainwright of the Gloucester. The crew 
cheered vociferously. Cervera was every 
inch’ an, Admiral, even if he had uo hat. He 
submitted. to the fortunes of wai with a 
grace that proclaimed him a thorough- 
bred.”’ 

Captain Evans is intensely proud of his 
ship and its men. The Iowa fired thirty-one 
12-inch, forty-eight 8-inch, 270 4-inch, 1 060 
6-pound, and 120 1-pound shots. 

The officers of the Vizcaya ‘said they otud- 
ply could not hold their crews at the guns 
on account of the rapid fire poured upon 
them. The decks were flooded with water 
from the fire hose, and blood from the 
wounded made this a dark red. Fragments 
of bodies floated in this along the gun deck. 
Every instant the crack of exploding shells 
told of new havoc. One of the 12-inch 
shells from the Iowa exploded a torpedo in 
the Vizcaya’s bow, blowing twenty-one men 
against the deck above and dropping them 
dead and mangled into the fire which at once 
artes below. | 

Carnage of American Guns. 

The torpedo boat Ericsson was sent by the 
flagship to help in the rescue of the Viz- 
caya’s crew. Its men saw a terrible sight, 
The flames leaping out from the huge shot- 
holes in the Vizcaya’s sides licked up the 
decks, sizzling the flesh of the wounded, who 
were lying there shrieking for help. Be- 
tween the frequent explosions there camé 
awful cries and groans from the men penned 
in below. This carnage was chiefly due to 
the rapidity of the Americans’ fire. Cor- 
poral Smith of the Iowa fired 1385 aimed shots 
in fifty minutes from a four-inch gun. Two 
shells struck within ten feet of Smith and 
started a small fire, but the corporal went 
én pumping shots into the enemy, only stop- 
ping tosay: “ They ve got it in forthis gun, 
sir.’ 
From two six-pounders 440 shots were fired 
in fifty minutes. Up in the tops the marines 
banged away with one-pounders and were 
too excited to step back or duck as the shells 
whistled over them. | 

One gunner of a secondary battery under, 
a twelve-inch gun was almost blinded by 
smoke and saltpeter from the turret, and his 
crew was. driven off, but putting a wet hand- 
kerchief over his face, with holes cut for 
the @yes, he stuck to his gun. Finally, as 
the six-pounders were so close to the eight- 
inch turret as to make it impossible to stay 
there with safety, the men were ordered 
away before the big gun was fired, but they 
refused to leave. When the eight-inch gun 
was fired the concussion blew two men ten 
feet from their guns and threw them to the 
deck as deaf as posts. Back they went 
again, however, and were again blown down 
and finally had to be dragged away from 
their stations. Such bravery and dogged 
determination under the heavy fire were of 
frequent occurrence on all the shipe engaged. 

During his stay on the Iowa Admiral Cer- 
vera endeared himself toall. After Blanco’s 
order was issued he wanted to come out on 
the night of/July 2, but General Linares said: 
“Wait till tomorrow morning. Yow will 
catch them, at divine service then.”’ 

The Spaniards say that no torpedo boats 
ever came out to attack Admiral Sampson’s 
squadron. The Pluton and Furor, they say, 
kept guardvevery night inside the harbor. _ 

The Indiana was hit only twice. It fired 
no armor-piercing shells except from the 
smokelesspowder six-pounders.

Gage Bros..& Co. have taken a lease on
